I brought out some plain, light carts, but no, 
there was nothing nice enough for his baby, so 1 
took him upstairs and gave him his choice of all 
the dainty and pretty ones there displayed. When 
he had made his choice he tried to explain to m<! 
that he wanted to pay fir it in installments. 1 
agreed to this, and he gave me a five dollar gold 
piece intending to pay one dollar down and one 
dollar a week until it was all paid for. I, not un 
derstanding him, thought he wanted to pay the 
five dollars as the first payment and gave him a 
receipt for it, but when he glanced at it he said, 
“No, no. I pay only one dollar. I must pay the 
rent, and the butcher, and the grocer, but I save 
one dollar, one dollar every week for my baby.” 

The next time he came into the store I asked 
him how his baby was and he was so pleased to 
think I remembered that his eyes fairly shone. 


“Oh,” he said, “She is fat as one. pig. She this 
big,” and he measured off an absurdly large space 
with his hands. 

Then about a month later he came in and told 
us that he had a position in a winery in Geyser- 
ville and wanted to set up housekeeping on the 
installment plan. As he was picking out his 
meager lot of furniture he insisted upon having 
the cheapest of every thing until it came to buy’ng 
a crib for his baby. His own bed had been the 
very cheapest in the store, but when I showed 
him the cribs nothing was nice enough, till his 
eyes fell upon an elegant blue-enameled crib, of 
course the most expensive one in the place.
